brisbane [he Brisbane United soccer team was formed as a completely new entity in 1991 and entered the NSL in 
the 1991-92 season. They were a club essentially owned by the Queensland Soccer Federation, however 
strikers ipa! 


have more recently had the backing of several private investors and Brisbane soccer stalwart Dr Clem 


history Jones. 


After a relatively successful first season, United had a drab 1992-93. A revitalisation in 
1993 led to a new team name - the Strikers - and a greater promotional push. With 
the acquisition in 1995 of Queensland bred and current Socceroo coach Frank Farina, 
1995-96 was a boom year for the Strikers - average home crowds doubled, and the 
team finished only one win from top position. 


But it was the following season — 1996-97 — that will go down as the year of the 
Strikers. The first national league grand final of any football code to be played in 
Brisbane was watched by 40,446, who witnessed a 2-0 victory over that season’s 
premiers Sydney United. The crowd was a then-record attendance for any club match 
in Australia, and the result was the first time a team outside of Sydney-Melbourne- 
Adelaide had won a NSL championship. 


The club has not been able to capitalise on that glorious event, with on- and off-field 
performances since 1997 falling below expectations, apart from 2001-02 when John 
Kosmina led a bunch of mostly young locals to the finals. Three major losses in the 
2003 off-season — key midfielder and 2001-02 NSL player of the year Fernando Rech 
(now with Parramatta Power), club top 2002-03 scorer Anthony Roche (Fortuna 
Dusseldorf, Germany) and former youth league player of the year Jon McKain 
(National Bucharest, Romania) — appear to have been off-set by some decent signings, 
including giant local Karl Dodd, young local Luke Morley and former Adelaide boy 
Louis Brain. Combined with a move back to Perry Park (Queensland soccer’s spiritual 
home), the appointment ofa very young and enthusiastic Stuart McLaren as coach, 
and a solid squad of mostly home-grown talent, there is a fresh and positive outlook for 
the Strikers in season 2003-04.

Murphy had previously played for Heidelberg in the 1991/92 season, before setting off for England 
where he played for Notts County, WBA, Sheffield United and Crystal Palace. Current Brisbane Strikers player Jason 
Kearton holds the record for longest NSL absence — he returned to the NSL in October 2001 after several seasons in England.

A new chapter of NSL history opens up tonight when ADELAIDE UNITED plays its first match in the NSL. Adelaide United 
becomes the 41st new team in the NSL, and the first new team since Newcastle United kicked-off in October 2000. 


If history is any guide, Adelaide United may struggle in its first game - only 12 of all 40 past or present NSL teams won their 
first NSL match. 


Considering teams which started in the past 15 years, only three of the 12 won their first NSL encounter: Morwell Falcons 
(W2-0 v Olympic in 1992), Collingwood (W3-0 v Melbourne Knights in 1996) and Carlton (W2-1 v Perth Glory in 1997).

Born in Adelaide, Vic Bozanic came through the junior 
and senior ranks of local state league club Croydon 
(Polonia) alongside John Kosmina. He made his senior 
debut for Croydon in 1973 aged 15, and stayed with the 
club until his transfer to West Adelaide in 1978. He 
capped off'a ten year association with Croydon by being 
part of the team which took out the 1977 SA 
championship. He became a hero with the West Adelaide 
faithful when the club won the national championship in 
his first year there. The 1978 national title was decided in 
the last round of matches, and against fierce local rivals 
Adelaide City, all that was needed was a draw for the 
Sharks to clinch the championship. Adelaide City led 1-0 
for a large part of the match until five minutes from

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full-time, 20 year old Bozanic received the ball just outside 
the penalty area and hit it on the volley for a goal. The 
match ended 1-1, sending the locals into hysterics. Despite 
playing mainly as a defender, he managed to score many 
goals throughout his career. In 1980 he scored for the SA 
state team in matches against AC Milan and 
Czechoslovakia. His impressive domestic and 
representative form led to a call up to the Australian team 
for the 1980 Oceania Nations Cup, which Australia won. 
He moved to Sydney and was on the verge of further 
Socceroo selection throughout the mid 1980s. One 
memorable match for Bozanic in his six year stint with 
Sydney NSL teams was with Apia in the second last round 
of 1984. Against eventual 1984 Grand Finalists Sydney 
City, Bozanic scored twice in the last five minutes to 
negate an earlier goal from his junior team mate John 
Kosmina, and Apia won 2-1. He won another NSL 
championship medal in 1987 although only after making 
sporadic appearances with a strong Apia defence, 
including Charlie Yankos, being hard to dislodge. He later 
played for NSW state league clubs Ryde City and Central 
Coast.
